result of cuts in income and

their balances and incom e and

defeats, will be forced to close 
with

students. 
These same schools, with lew if 
any exceptions, have reduced 
program s and cut budgets which 
were already on the lean side. 
Partially

— The Murray S tate Racers will clone out their 
1970 season Saturday in a hom e game against Western K entucky, 
An upset of Western, fighting for the cham pionship of the Ohio 
Valley Conference, would go a long way toward rescuing a 
disappointing season by the Racers. It would also alleviate the hurt 
of a 56*14 humiliation inflicted on them by the H illtoppers at 
Bowling Green last year.
